Our latest. Eastern exchanges, under date of 
July 3d, received to-day, are filled with specala- 
tiong as to the future policy of the new Secretary 
of the Treasury, Mr. Fessenden. The announce ; 
ment of his nomination to the Senate as the sue- 
cessor of Mr. Chase (since unanimously confirmed) 
was received in New York with general acclama- 
tion. Mr. Fessenden may be classed with conser-

80 far fiom mereasing the revenue, will diminish 
it. The rates are excessive on home productions, 
und almost prohibitory on foreign commerce. Ex- 
ericuce fixes $0, or at the mo~t, 40 per cent. as 
the outside limit of prodactive taxation, while the 
majority of articles in the new tariif and internal 
revenue acts, are taxed from GO to 200 per cent. 
The Secretary of the Treasury has chosen to bare 
this financial aytem on military success, and Con- 
gress is blindly sustaining him in this course, bat 
the most brilliant mulitary success conld never 
maintain a currency based chiefly on promises to 
pay. The French’ currency in the time of the 
Revolution could not live on glory, nor can ours. 
It would have been more patriotic aud statesman- 
like of Mr. Chae and Congress to have placed the 
currency on the substantial basis of taxation, such 
as the people were, aud are willing to bear. In 
that case, neither success nor defeat could afect 
it; and in the latter contingency it would have 
borne ds up to victory, in place ot threatening to 
‘awamp us, as Wendell Phillips foretbly ex- 
presses it. i 
The factis, the present aystem of taxation and 
revenue is radically unsound, and can not be relied 
upon to sustain us through this war, in case it 
should be prolonged another year. Sooner or 
later the Nation will be forced to fall back on the 
pian of the taxing sales, which has been advocated 
y this and other journals, No other system can 
Field an adequate revenue, And, at the same time, 
presa so lightly and equally upon all classes of the 
community. Ont expenditures for the last quarter 
amounted to £330,000,000, or, in round numbers, 
$1,400,000,000 per year, Our total revenue for the 
warter, exclusive af loans, was 952,000,000, or 
S274, 000, 0% for tho year. This leaves, in round 
numbers, 81, 200, 000, 000 tu he obtained from loans, 
unless the revenue should prove unexpectedly 
productive, The 1 the currency bearing 
this additional eredit strain is not at all conclusive, 
At the least, 8800, 000, 000 should be raised by taxa 
tion during the current Years snd this can easly 
be collected by a 4 per cent, tax gn pales, that 
would be hardly felt by ony person or class. The 
adoption of this ayatem would ot once restore the 
currency to a specie value, while a persistence in 
the old bitte pian of inadequate, inefficient taxa. 
tion, and extravagant, disproportionate borrowing, 
is only Likely to ran gold higher, aud thus further 
increase tha fluetaations ju the value of green. 
backs, besides paling up our National debt heyond

Eprron IUsOLDT Rremren: I wish to give pub- 
licity to the following facts: Four men, onc named 
Captain Goodridge, about 60 years old, beard und 
hair white un milk, one cross eyo, ntorn look,

mules aud five horses -worth 25,000 to 6,000, 

As soon as we mised tho band, started fn pur- 
suit. After three days diligent search, found the 
tral of tho animals, and gota full description of 
three of the men. Went to Humboldt City, and 
upon jnquiry learned that the men had been in the 
town only tha day previous, and the mules had 
been seen going to Woody Cañon, north nide of 50 
Mountain, back of the town of Laneuster. Engage 
ed a company ot citizens, and started for the 
mountain, Entered the eniion, and followed it up 
to a spring, at which we found live coals, where 
the thieves had camped the night previous. Here 
we discovered signa of the stolen animals. They 
had evidently left about six houra before our ap- 
rival, driving the train to the summit, thence along 
the course of raid mountain, eastward, towards 
and Rack of Winnemucea Mountain, to a endon; 
but before entering the mountains they spied us 
through 9 glass—we were about five miles from 
them. Night coming on, and our animals nearly 
exhausted for want of water, we were compelled 
to strike for the Humboldt river, ten miles distant, 
where we arnved ata late hour, At daybreak re- 
turned to the trail, and in three hours fonnd the 
entire band; but the thieves had fled to the moun- 
tains, A part of our number took ehange of the re- 
covered stock, while the rest went in search of 
the thieves, Strack and followed their trail down 
the Humboldt river for fifteen miles; but night 
overtank us anl we were unable to track them 
further.

‘Wild Riders, 

Among the wild horsemen of the half-cfvilized 
nations of the world, fow were more remarkable 
for a certain barbaric skill, combined with a pie 
turesqneness of costume and horse furniture, than 
the now extinct Mamlouks of Egypt. These reck- 
leas troopers came originally from a race of Turk- 
ish and Circassian slaves, introduced into Egypt 
abont the year 1227. They wera noted for their 
daring horsemanship, their utter disregard of all 
moral obligations, their cheap estimate of human 
life, and the strange influence acquired by them 
er the people of whom they were once the 
slaves. 

These men were all riders of the horse from 
their earliest years, evineing remarkable dexterity 
in the management of thelr small, wicked-headed 
Egyptian steeds, from the backs of which they 
used a variety of weapons with wonderful precis- 
jon and skill. Their horse-gear was cumbrous, 
however, and barbarous in its design. The saddle 
used by them consisted of a clumsy frame, loaded 
heavily with wood, leather and iron. The cantel, 
or hinder part of the saddle, was some inches 
higher than the hips of the rider, while the pom- 

mel rose before him in a high peak. Three or 
four thick woollen cloths were placed between 
the saddle and the horse's back, and the whole was 
fastened with a surcingle, which instead of being 
buckled, was tied with thongs of leather, in a ge- 
ries of wonderfully complicated knots, They used 
no ernppers, but the martingale was invariably a 
portion of their equipment. The stirrap was a 
prate of copper, Jonger gud wider than the foot, 
ving circular edges an inch high in the middle 
and gradually declining towards each end. These 
edges were sharp, and, used as spurs, made long, 
ugly gashes in the horses sides. A pair of these 
stirrups would sometimes weigh as much as txrelve

Cairo. As they dashed along over the ground, at 
full gallop, they would draw their short English 
: carbines from the bandaleers with which they 
` were ae: discharge them, place them instantly 
H gh and saddle, and then fre their pis- 
i thoy flew past. Their favorite weapon in these 
; exercises, however, was the jerreed—a javelin 
made from the branch of a palm-tree, about four 

feetin length. and weighing five or six pounds. 
The ridera dached furiously at each other from a 
distance, and the first who threw his jerreed 
` wheeled his horse suddenly round and fed away, 
f pemaen by the other, and so accustomed were the 

Ortes to this exciting exercise, that they appear- 
$ ed to eujoy it quite as much us the riders. 

It was not until the beginning of the present 
century that Egypt was freed from the presence of 
these nild riders, who had so long been a scourge 

3 and terror to the land. Twice had their numbers 
been thinned by decoys Inid for them by the Sal 
Stan, but their extirpation dates so late as March, 
111. Information had been conveyed fo Mehemet 

Ali, the then viceroy, of some intended foray on 
} the part of the Mamlonhs, and he resolved to make 
Lan end of the remnant feft of them, once and 

forever. To compass this, he arranged a solemn 
t featival at Cairo, in honor of the appointment of 

his son to a high command in the army of the 
Sublime Porte, and to this festival the uususpect- 
; tug Mamlouks were Invited en masse. Sciam Bey 
‘wns their chief, then—the rauk of bey being some- 
i what equivalent to that of colonel ia our armies, 
Tho procession moved glitteringly through the 
atreets of Cairo to the citadel. Firat the Turkish 
: infantry, then the Mamlouks on their proud, ox- 
: eyed little chargers, other troops following in 
grand array. The passage to the titadel was nar- 
ow, between the inner and outer walls. As goon 
as the Mamlonks had filled it, the gates at each 
end were closed upon them, and the Turkish in- 
fantry, suddenly surmounting the ramparts and 
ruinous buildings, opened muon them with a mur- 
derous fire. Many fell in corridor of death, 
and the sarvivore, seeing that escape was impos- 
sible, surrendered themselves, dud, ed outside the 
walls of the citadel, wera stripped and beheaded, 
one by one. The numbers of this last romnant of 
the once powerful Mamlouks have been variously 
estimated at from 470 to 800. But one soul escap- 
ed of the whole phalanx, and he by a deed worth: 
of tho wild riders of Egypt. While the Turkis 
firs was pouring on his comrades in the narrow 
pasa ho leaped his horso up a series of rubbish 

eaps and rained buildings on to the ramparts, 
over which he spurred him furiously in a desper- 
ate death-leap, The drop was one of some sixty 
fect. The noble horse was dashed to pieces, but, 
Strange to say, his rider escaped unhurt and made 
good his way ta n place of safety. 

One of these Mamlouk horsemen was once put 
to tho test of his equestrian skill in the heart of 
elvilization—amid the rank and fashion of London. 

It was in the palmy dacs of tho Prince of Wales, 
(Thackeray’s immoral George, and Brammell’s 
‘fat friend,) and Elfi Bey, a military gentleman of 
rohan from Egypt, was for the moment onc of 
the lions of the Court. Tho Prince at that time 
possessed a remarkable horse of Ezyptian breed 
Da creature of ferocious beaaty spotted like a teop- 
ard, and of such savage and untractable disposi- 
tion, that the boldest rough-riders of the kouse- 
hold cavalry had failed in bringing him to submis- 
ston, and no ono bad over mounted upon his back. 
Conversing with Eli Boy, the Princo touched upon 
the subject of Mamlouk horsemanship, and 0x- 
pressed is doubt that any one of that race in the 

rain of tho Egyptian could mount and manage the 
fiery, spotted siced, saying, at tho same time, that 
he should like to see it tried, I shall gratify your 
Royal Highness? curiosity to-morrow, then, said 
the Bey, speaking in Italian; there is a young 
officer iu my suito, ono Mahomet Aga, who, I think, 
will tame the proud spirit of the Egyptian man- 
eater.’ (The animal was called a ‘man-eater! by 
tho English grooms, in consequence of his having 
laccrated frightfally one who had approached hin 
without sufficient caution.) An arrangement was 
mado accordingly, and on tho following day, Elfi 

cy mado his appearance in the Prince's viding- 
achool, in Pall Mall, accompanied by Mahomet 
Aga, who appeared to bo a man of great agility 
and determination. Tho Princo was thero, sur- 
rounded by many noblemen, and gontiemen of his 
court, all anxious to witness the contest between a 
wild horse and a wild rider, and presently the 
gavago Son of the Desert was led inta the arena 
by two grooms, plunging and Picking furiously, 
and only Me a from diting by a closo-fitting 
muzzle, “He und s Mamlouk saddio npon his back, 
placed thero by the zrobms not without great dif- 

culty, and go rampant wad his conduct in general, 
that those present deemed it impossible for atiy 
poraon to mount him, As he was led past the apot 
whero Malomot Aga was standing, that agile mus- 
Bulman made one spring at him, and was firmly 
seated in the Mamlouk saddle before the auimal 
could make s movement to prevent him. No 
sooner did the horse fert this unaccustomed bur- 
den, than he gave way to the ferocity of his nature. 
tearing and plunging about the arene in every dis 
rection; but the Mamlonk kept his seat, frinly, 
thronghout this Proud datrantion of brute pasion, 
eltting with his alort atirrups as cacy ax in a chair, 
und meeting every motion of the horse with u cor-

The Uzbock would be nothing 
without his horse, in whose society he passes the 
whole of his life. There ig no pauper among the 
Uzbecks so impoverished as not to possess at least 
one horse. He may have na tent; of stable he 
may be utterly devoid; but a horse, in some shape 
or another, is sure to be his, An Uzbeck beggar- 
man is indeed a strange sight to the rambler from 
civilization. He is no lees ragged than the beggar- 
man of polished communities as to bis garb; he is 
not one whit behind these industrial characters 
with regard to the quantity and quality of his 
vermin; but he is infinitely superior to them in his 
‘style of mendicancy; for he gallops up to yon on 
horseback and beseeches you tor alms as a high- 
wayman demands your purae. Near to the Uzbeck 
rambles that ugly little savage called the Calmuck 
Tartar, He, too, lives chiefly on horseback, and 
to a great extent on horseflesh—that, with mare’s 
milk, forming the staple of his food. When at a 
losa for fuel, his mode of cooking a sirloin steak of 
horsemeat is peculiar, if not nica. He cuts it in a 
large, thin slice, places it upon his horse’s back, 
and, having strapped on the saddle over it, mounts 
and rides a3 hard as he can go for twenty miles or 
80, about which distance it takes to cook his dinner 
according to his taste. A horse-steak, cooked 
upon horseback, under the saddle—what q dinner 
for a wild rider! X 
The greatsteppes, or undulating plains bordering 
upon the northeastern shores of the Caspian Sea, 
are roamed also by a peculiar race of wild riders 
known as the Khirgiz-Kazaks. These plains are 
varied by forests of a large shinb called the sax- 
owl, in which many wild animals find refuge. The 
shores of the lakes and estuaries are covered with 
gigantic reeds, towering to a hight of more than 
tlurty feet, and among these the tiger has his Jair, 
and wild boars of great size and ferocity wander, 
These animals, with other smaller game, such as 
the roebuck, are pursued on horseback by the 
Khirgiz-azaks, and Killed with the lance or with 
bows and arrows. smaller game than the 
roebuck is looked npon by these people with great 
contempt. A French traveler relates that, think- 
ing to amuse one of the chiefs, whose hospitality 
he was enjoying, he related to him, through his in- 
terproler, how hares are hunted in Europe, givin 
a description of that sport. The Khirgiz-Kazak 
listened to him with an ill-concealed smile of 
derision, and, when he had finished, asking him to 
walk out into the saxowl thicket, there showed him 
how the hares of that country are tamer, even, 
than our domestic rabbits ; allowing themselves to 
be taken by hand. . ` 
Bat the prince of all the wild riders, perhaps, is 
the Coseack of the Don. Tall and lithe, wit! his 
drooping moustache, and features displaying, bat 
little of the Tartar mould, there ia a soldierly 
dignity about this natural dragoon that certainly 
entitles him to distinction, He is frequently a thief, 
it is true, and he prefers train-oil to almost any 
other tap (brandy, perhaps, excepted), but he 18 
clean in his person—which, among Russo -Asiatic 
tribes must be reckoned as an exceptional virtue 
and his round-barrelled, ewe-necked horse, of 
smell size, but great swiftness and endurance, is 
his especial pride. And yet, if this wild horseman 
is a thief, as {s generally stated, he has his punfali- 
ment for theft, and a very queer and peculiar 
penalty itis. The culprit is tied to a post in some 
public part of the town, while by his side are de- 
posited a bottle of brandy, a loaf of bread, and & 
number of good, stout sticks. Everybody who 
passes has the privilege of administering to the 
culprit as many blows as he thinks proper with 
one of these sticks, after which it is optional with 
him to treat him to a dram from the bottle and a 
cut from the loaf. Low would it do te introduce 
this punishment into our highly civilized commu- 
nities? Alas? we do not think it would answer. 
So great is the love of liquor among us, that many 
tolerably honest men would become thicves, wo 
are afraid, and risk the beating for the sake of the 
brandy.

To provide for the survey and sale of thë mineral 
Tanta, and to extend tho right of preemption 
eroto. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentalires of the United States of America 
tn Congress assembled, 


That whenever the Legislature o? California, Ore- 


gon, or any of the States òr Terr cories containing, 
mineral lands, shall memorialize the President of 
the United States for the survey and sale of the 
public lands embracing gold, silver, cinnabar or 
platinum, hitherto designated. in acts of Congress 
as ‘mines! or ‘mineral lands,’ the Surveyor General 
of such State or Territory shall be notitied thereof, 
and shall proceed to Buryey or subdivide said min- 
eral lands into townships, sections, quarter sections, 
sixtcenths of sections, and tracts of ten and fixe 
acres each, and such lesser fractions of a section 
as the Secretary of the Interior shall direct. Or 
whenever, in the opinion of the petal of the 
Interior, a departure from the rectangular mode 
of surveying and subjividing the public imde 
would promote the public interest, he may direct 
such change to be made in the mode of surveying 
and designating the said lauds as he may deem 
proper with reference to the existence of timber, 
Mountains, mineral deposits, and the advantages of 
water privileges; and after a plat of said survey 
and subdivision 13 retume to the office of the reg- 
ister of the land office in any district where mimer- 
al lands are situated, any person or association of 
persons having eee aud improved 
G claim or claims, accor gto. the local custom 
or roles of miners in such district, and in regard 
to whose possession there is or shall be no contro- 
veray of opposing claim, may enter either of sald 
subdivisions, not exceeding acres in any single 
entry, upon the payment to the receiver of thp 
and office of dollars per acre, and shall be 
entitled to receive a patent for the same, subject 
to the approval of the General Land Offices and 
‘thereafter mineral Jands re g unsold, and in

Homteme IN Dex Guex-An altercation took 
place at a ball in Dun Glen about 12 o'clock Satur- 
day night, Gth, whiek resulted in the death of Lonis 
Stonchill, a mexchantin that place. We give, as 
nearly as we could makoit,a correet and impartial 
account of the circumstances, W. D. Jackson and 
Louis Stonehill were dancing, in opposite ends of 
the room; Stonchilt calling for the quadrille, J. 
complained that S. did not call Joud enough, After 
getting through with tho supper dauco, Jackson 
went to the chief musician and told him he was 
paid to play and call, and he didn’t want any more 
of Stonchill's calling; that a Chinaman could do 
better. S. called him to account, and threatened 
violence, if any more such remarks were made. 
Afterwards, the qnurrel was kept up in the saloon. 
Others interfered und got the parties to put off the 
whole subject till next day, This was agreed to. 
S., afterwards, in the saloon, asked a party to 
drink. Granger got into a quarrel with him, and 
the quarrel between S. and J. was renewed—by- 
standers thinking Granger in the fault at this 
Juncture. We are told, too, that about this time 
G. farnished Jackson the sixzhooter which he 
afterwards used, 

After some further words, Stonehill went out, 
and Jackson went ont soon after; and S. hearing 
some remark to Granger, replied to it. Some 
words exchanged, and Juckson fired. The crowd 
gathered, and another shot went off, passing through 
a bystander’s coat, through Stonelull’s leg, and 
hitting another bystander's boot-heel, Stonehill 
ran through the saloon, back to nearly where he 
was standing when firstshot; then begun to stagger, 
He was assisted, and walled across to his store, 
where he fell, and in a few minutes was dead. It 
was then discovered that the first shot had pinned 
his left arm, and passed into the chest and into ar 
near the heart. 

Jackson made his escape, and kept concealed 
fora while. After learning of the death of Stone- 
Bill, he came out and surrendered himself to the 
law, and the examination was in progress at cur 
last accounts. It is claimed on behalf of Jackson 
that Stonchill had his hand behind him for some 
time, while talking; as if resting the hand on a 
pistol: that he withdrew his hand during the heat 
of the quarrel, raising and lowering, as if bringing 
u pistol to bear; that he had no pistol, but that the 
maneuvering was such as might and did lead J. to 
think a pistol was held on him.

Kearsarge that sho willfally fired upon us 4 nam- 
ber of times after knowing that our colors were 
down. On board the Kearsarge they heli¢ved, ax 
was the fact, that our colors were shot away. On 
our side a man was ordered on the spanker boom 
to hold up a White flag, as a signal of surrender; 
hut on board the Kearsarge, at the distance which 
they wore off, they misunderstood that for a man 
persisting in raising again the Confederate ensign 
the greater part of it being white. They, theres 
fore, continuca firing, We then fired a Tee gun, 
aud on hoard the Kearzurge they immediate 
ceased firing. Now, sir, herd is the point whic 
mast be decided by the public, either in justifica- 
tion of one party or the other: After our thus aura 
rendering, another shot was sent from us at the 
Kearsarge, from our forward gun, which caused 
them to return apain our fire, and, in my opinion. 
would have Jjustitied them in blowing us all to kell, 
though I thank God that matters are as He already 
intended them. Ou board the Keursarga our 
treatment was unimpeachable. ‘Met,’ eaid Captain, 
Winslow to his crow, ‘treat your prisoners as your 
brothers.

Between Carson and Virginia, on the 12th, he met 
With a most serious mishap—as will be seen by tho 
following notice in the Enterprise of the Mth: 

A Sad Accident-—Night before last, Mr. . W. 
Langton, of Langton & Co,’s Express, while on his 
way ta this city from Carson, mot with a terrible 
necident. Just in the lower part of Silver City he 
attempted to pass an ox team loaded with lumber, 
when the brake of the ponderaus vehicle caught 
the light sulky in which he was riding, and crowa- 
ing him against the bank crushed his vehicle and 
threw him under the wheels of the heavy ox wagon.

ISTEÉRESTING Exrrertuest.—The editor of tha 
Country Gentleman has recently been making a 
reconnoissance in Jersey, visiting Isaac Pullen, au 
extensive fruit-grower, of Hightstown. Mr, P. re- 
Jated to the editor an experiment, showing the 
great superiority of surface manuring in Autamn: 

One third of a ficld, in strips, received an Ane 
tumn dressing of manure at the rate of about 
twelve or fifteen loads peracre. A second portion 
Was mannred in the Spring with an equal quantity, 
and the third was dressed with guano, at the rate 
of three hundred pounds per acre. The crop of 
the Fall manured part was abont three times as 
good as on that manure? in the Spring. The guano 
gave an intermediate result, The second year 
Berra was applied over the whole, and the third 

eas the land was left in grass, During both the 
second and third years, the growth on the Agtymn 
manured portion was decidedly the best; the 
second best was on that which was gnanoed the, 
firat year; and the poorest of all on the Spring 
puanared portion.“

The Gem Mine, 

This claim Bas probably paid better for the 
antount of work dono in it, than any other in the 
Territory. It ought to—for, by all accounts, the 
work, dow till a fow weeks since, has been of no 
value in the way of developing tho ledge. Three 
soyeral shafts had been sunk, on as many distinct 
veina, yielding largely of a quality of ore which 
has become famous for its great richness-—assay- 
ing, clear, upwards of $16,000 tho tun in silver. 
Tho trouble with the mon conducting the work 
was, they had a preconception of how the ledge 
ran, and undertaok only to find itso. They work- 
ed across each of these veins, and each time were 
startled by what scemed the giving out of the do- 
posit—-whereas it continued, and they missed it by 
going in the wrong direction. A tunnel was then 
started, which cut one of these veins, and lost the 
run of the deposit in a short time, by the same 
error. This is as we get it from the present Su- 
porintendent, Mr. A. B. Preston. 

Jn all this badly directed work, nothing was 
effécted towards making the Gem a mine; but a 
large amount of money was taken out. Ewing & 
Washburn have shipped bullion from the claim to 
the amount of $12,309.61, and some $3,200 had 
been shipped by others.
